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Historical  Sketch 


The  Florida  Baptist  Academy  was  begun  in  the  Spring  of  1892,  with 
Rev.  W.  M.  Gilbert,  A.  M.,  president  1894-96,  Rev.  J.  T.  Brown,  A.  B., 
S.  T.  B.,  and  Miss  S.  A.  Blocker,  A.  M.,  his  chief  assistants.  The  occa- 
sion for  the  erecting  of  the  Academy  was  the  unprovoked  firing  into  the 
building  at  Live  Oak,  where  the  Baptists  were  at  that  time  doing  all  their 
educational  work.  This  assault  led  those  in  charge  to  conclude  that  it 
was  a  waste  of  energy  to  spend  money  and  brains  in  a  place  so  openly 
hostile  to  education. 

Under  the  burning  eloquence  and  cutting  logic  of  the  events,  it  was 
decided  to  build  a  school  in  Jacksonville.  The  enthusiasm  was  high,  con- 
tributions were  large,  poor  washerwomen  pledging  and  paying  as  high  as 
$25.  The  ministry  was  also  aroused  and  indignant.  A  charming  block 
was  bought  in  what  is  known  as  Campbell's  Addition  to  East  Jackson- 
ville, a  fine  large  building  three  stories  high,  105x42^2  feet,  was  erected 
and  fitted  for  the  work. 

Lady  teachers   and  girls   occupied  the   second   and   third   stories. 

The  rooms  were  furnished  by  the  various  churches  and  individ- 
uals. 

The  unusual  energy  and  strategic  position  early  caught  the  experi- 
enced eye  of  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society.  They  aided 
the  work  at  once  and  have  ever  since  considered  it  a  good  place  to  spend 
consecrated  money. 

.Their  help  is  only  measured  by  their  means.  Florida,  of  all  the 
Southern  States,  offers  weighty  and  superior  reasons  why  the  Negro 
should  be  educated  here.  As  a  State  it  is  the  terminus  of  great  systems 
of  railroads  and  steamships,  coming  from  the  free  and  fertile  North, 
Florida  is  well  supplied  with  Northern  capital,  and  charged  with  North- 
ern energy.  The  Southern  white  man  in  Florida  is  in  such  close  touch 
with  progress  that  he  has  ceased  to  oppose  the  Negro. 

Some  years  ago  the  great  specialist,  Dr.  M.  MacVicar,  Superintendent 
of  Education  for  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  in  making 
his  annual  report,  mentioned  the  Academy  as  one  of  the  places  to  hold 
if  the  Society  wishes  to  have  the  points  of  advantage  in  the  South. 

In  1918  the  institution  was  removed  to,  St.  Augustine. 


Religious  Activities 


The  aim  of  the  religious  work  of  the  campus  is  to  build  up  strong 
Christian  character,  develop  the  spirit  of  brotherhood  and  service,  and  to 
give  the  young  people  opportunity  to  receive  training  in  fellowship  and 
leadership. 

The  organizations  for  the  most  part  are  conducted  by  students,  with 
members  of  the  faculty  acting  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

The  Sunday  evening  services  are  conducted  by  members  of  the  fac- 
ulty or  by  special  speakers.  These  meetings  represent  a  great  variety  and 
a  high  type  of  thought  and  interest.  They  are  rich  with  information  and 
inspiration  for  all  who  attend  them. 

The  mid-week  prayer  meeting  is  conducted  entirely  by  the  students 
of  the  Institution.  Here  students  express  themselves  fully  and  freely  on 
religious  subjects. 

The  Hope  Band  and  Prayer  Band  are  organizations  which  the  young 
women  have  kept  alive  in  the  Institution  for  many  years.  Meetings  are 
held  regularly    every  Saturday  evening  and     early  Sunday  morning  re- 
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spectively.    Most  of  the  young  women  attend.     Many  leaders  of  religiou? 
tife  have  gone  out  from  these  two  bands  of  young  women. 

The  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  is  held  every  Sunday  afternoon. 
It  is  conducted  entirely  by  students.  Interesting  programs  are  rendered 
and  lively  discussions  take  place.  All  students  are  given  opportunity  to 
appear  on  programs  and  marked  development  in  student  thought  life  en- 
sues.   The  regular  B.  Y.  P.  U.  literature  is  used. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  holds  weekly  meetings  and 
strives  to  enrich  the  recreational  and  spiritual  life  of  the  men  of  the 
Campus.  A  recreation  room  is  maintained  by  the  Association  and  the 
men  enjoy  games  and  socials  there.  Hikes  and  a  few  days  at  camp  are 
a  part  of  the  regular  program.  This  year  the  Association  is  sponsoring 
a  troop  of  Boy  Scouts.  This  troop  (Troop  101)  is  regularly  organized 
and  is  a  part  of  the  National  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  The  Association 
stimulates  interest  in  missionary  endeavor  and  social  service. 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  is  maintained  by  the 
young  women  of  the  Institution.  Meetings  are  held  every  week  and  prob- 
lems of  interest  to  students  are  discussed  and  experiences  are  shared. 
Other  means  are  also  employed  to  deepen  and  enrich  the  religious  life 
of  the  young  women  and  to  broaden  their  outlook.  The  Association*  is 
wide  awake.  The  young  women  participate  in  all  its  activities  and  de- 
velop the  spirit  of  fellowship  and  try  to  find  the  Jesus  way  of  living. 

There  is  a  literary  society  for  the  Junior  High  School,  the  Senior 
High  School  and  for  the  College  Department,  giving  practice  in  public 
speaking,  debating  and  parliamentary  usage.  These  societies  are  under 
the  direction  of  the  Department  of  English. 


Advantages  of  Location 


The  Institute  is  situated  two  miles  from  the  ancient  city  of  St. 
Augustine  upon  its  own  estate  of  one  thousand  acres.  The  location,  al- 
most ideal  in  its  convenience,  possesses  great  natural  beauty,  and  the 
healthfulness  of  the  whole  region  is  unusual.  The  site  commends  itsell 
to  parents  especially,  being  removed  from  the  weakening  influences  of 
city  life  with  its  temptations  to  waste  time  in  a  social  way  far  too  gay 
and  time-consumnig  in  its  demands.  Its  retired  situation  offers  all  the 
advantages  of  country  life,  yet  it  is  sufficiently  near  the  city  for  students 
to  take  advantage  of  its  opportunities. 


Health  Resort 


The  health  of  the  Institution  has  always  been  excellent.  In  all  its 
existence,  the  Institute  has  never  been  closed  on  account  of  disease,  even 
during  the  world-wide  plague  of  1918  and  the  more  recent  epidemic  of  in- 
fluenza.   We  rarely  have  a  serious  illness. 

However,  in  case  of  illness,  practicing  physicians  from  St.  Augustine 
are  easily  available,  preventing  the  necessity  of  a  student's  going  for  a 
single  hour  without  medical  attendance.  If  there  should  be  serious  ill- 
ness or  infectious  diseases,  The  Flagler  Hospital  and  the  Florida  East 
Coast  Hospital  extend  the  privilege  of  transferring  patients  to  their 
wards.  This  is  rarely  necessary  except  by  way  of  precaution,  since  the 
institution  maintains  an  infirmary  of  its  own  in  a  separate  building. 
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.    How  to  Reach  the  Institute 


The  Institute  is  reached  by  the  main  line  of  the  Florida  East  Coast 
Railway.  The  Institute  Station,  "College  Park,"  is  at  the  southeastern 
end  of  the  campus.  Visitors  coming  by  auto  should  take  the  U.  S.  higiv- 
way  No.  1  to  St.  Augustine,  thence  west  via  King  Street  to  the  Cam- 
pus. 


Trunks  and  Baggage 


Check  your  trunk  and  buy  your  ticket  to  College  Park  Station, 
Florida  East  Coast  Railway.  The  Florida  East  Coast  Railway  has  a 
regular  station  right  at  the  school's  grounds,  where  all  local  trains  stop 
on  signal.  Before  reaching  College  Park  station  students  are  requested 
to  surrender  their  checks  to  Conductor  or  Porter  who  will  see  to  it  that 
baggage  is  put  off  at  College  Park  station  if  checks  are  given  to  them  in* 
advance. 

Steamer  size  trunks  are  preferable,  as  they  can  be  more  readily  ac- 
commodated under  beds  in  dormitories.  Wardrobe  and  large  trunks  will1 
not  be  admitted  in  new  dormitories. 

If  your  trunk  isn't  on  the  train,  keep  your  check  and  present  same  at: 
the  President's  Office. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 


The  Florida  Normal  and  Collegiate  Institute,  St.  Augustine,  Fla.,  be- 
gin its  thirty-eighth  session  Monday,  September  15th,  1930.  The  board- 
ing department  will  open  for  receiving  boarders  Monday,  September 
15th.  If  ever  the  youth  of  the  race  needed  Christian  education,  it  is  now. 
Despite  the  destructive  forces  at  work  today  in  the  world,  the  constructive 
work  must  go  on.  Our  Christian  educational  institutions  are  the  great- 
est constructive  forces  in  the  world  and  they  must  go  on  uninterruptedly. 
Our  institution  is  open  to  worthy  young  people  of  both  sexes  and  all  de- 
nominations. Letters  of  moral  character  from  Pastors  or  reputable  per- 
sons are  necessary  before  entering.  If  from  another  school,  a  letter  of 
honorable  dismissal  is  required.

The  rooms  are  furnished  with  the  necessary  furniture,  mattresses  but 

no  pillows.  Students  will  provide  their  own  laundry  bags,  sheets, 
blankets,  and  comforters  and  pillows.  Each  boarding  student  is  expect- 
ed to  furnish  the  following  articles  : 

Four  sheets  and  two  pairs  of  pillow  cases. 
One  quilt  or  two  blankets. 
Table  napkins. 

Comb,  brush  and  tooth  brush. 

Students  must  have  one  dimity  spread,  two  bureau  scarfs,  raincoat, 
rubbers  and  umbrella. 

Students  are  required  to  wear  the  school  uniform.  Girls — Blue  serge 
skirt  and  white  middy  blouses.  Girls  may  also  wear  plain  blue  or  dark 
blue  gingham  dresses,  and  plain  white  dresses  on  special  occasions.  Small 
plain,  dark  blue  or  black  hat  to  be  worn  by  girls.    No  other  color. 


GIRLS'  DRESS  REGULATIONS 

Six  white  middy  blouses  (no  colored  cuffs  and  collars). 

Two  navy  blue  skirts  (woolen)  for  school  wear. 

One  navy  blue  coat  suit. 

One  plain  white  dress,  made  of  non-transparent  material. 

Two  colored  aprons. 

One  white  apron  for  domestic  science. 

One  dainty  apron  for  sewing. 

Sufficient  changes  of  underwear  for  cleanliness  and  comfort. 

Colored  underskirts  (preferably  gingham). 

Umbrella,  raincoat  and  rubbers. 

Black  shoes  of  Oxford  type. 

Two  laundry  bags   and   sewing  bag   (completely  fitted). 

One  large  black  tie  for  Sunday  and  public  occasions. 

Six  towels. 

All  girls  will  be  required  to  wear  the  Uniform — Coat  Suits. 

Girls'  uniforms  may  be  made  in  the  sewing  department  of  Institution 
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at  cost.  Girls  must  provide  money  for  uniform  caps,  price  to  be  deter- 
mined later.  Former  students  who  have  correct  patterns  and  quality  of 
goods  may  have  their  suits  made  at  home  or  before  returning  to  school. 

All  clothing  must  be  simply  made,  plain  and  comfortable. 

A  list  of  articles  contained  in  each  trunk  must  be  brought  ready  to 
hand  in  to  the  matron  in  charge.  Mark  plainly  name  and  destination  on 
trunk  before  leaving  home.

In  some  cases  students  are^able  to  reduce  the  amount  of  actual  cash 
to  be  paid  for  their  board.  The  amount  of  reduction  from  the  cash  amount 
depends  upon  the  productive  value  and  kind  of  work  the  student  is  capa- 
ble of  turning  out.  Students  are  paid  by  the  hour  for  the  number  of  hours 
of  extra  work  performed. 

Students  who  enter  after  the  beginning  of  the  month  will  be  charged 
for  the  full  month,  and  if  they  leave  before  the  close  of  the  month  will 
be  charged  for  the  full  month  except  when  students  enter  on  or  after  the 
15th,  in  which  case  a  charge  for  half  of  the  month  must  be  paid.  No  dis- 
count will  be  made  for  students  who  are  temporarily  called  home  or  else- 
where.    Entrance  fees  are  not  refunded  under  any  circumstances. 

No  reduction  will  be  made  in  board  or  laundry  for  absence  during 
Christmas  holidays.     Patrons  are  requested  to  pay  all  bills  promptly.     If 
-'not  paid  on  or  before  the  10th  of  each  month,  a  delinquent  fee  or  fine  of 
fifty  cents  will  be  added  to  your  bill  for  each  delinquent  month. 

Before  assignment  to  room,  call  at  the  office  and  get  Admit  Card, 
which  card  will  not  be  issued  until  all  fees  indicated  above  are  paid. 

Students  should  arrange  their  coming  so  as  not  to  travel  or  arrive  on 
Sunday. 

Helping  Students  to  Help  Themselves 


Students  who  earnestly  desire  an  education,  but  who  are  unable  to 
provide  themselves  with  sufficient  money  to  pay  their  living  expenses, 
may  enter  the  Night  School  and  work  during  the  day.  They  must,  how- 
ever, be  willing  to  work  and  obey  all  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  they  must  pay  the  following  upon  entering;  Partial  Entrance 
Fees,  $12.00;  $8.00  with  which  to  purchase  books;  total,  $20.00.  Night 
school  students  are  given  day  enmjoyment  among  the  numerous  Institute 
activities,  on  the  farm  or  whatever  work  one  may  be  best  suited  to.  Said 
students  are  paid  in  credits  by  the  hour  for  the  actual  work  done,  out  of 
which  board  and  other  expenses  are  deducted.  What  is  earned  beyond 
living  expenses  is  carried  forward  to  the  student's  credit  to  help  pay  his 
expenses  as  he  continues  his  course  of  study  in  the  Institute.  If  a  student 
should  be  dismissed  from  the  Institution  for  any  cause  whatsoever,  in  no 
case  will  said  student  receive  the  cash,  but  any  relative  may  enter  the  in- 
stitution and  said  credits  will  be  applied  to  his  or  her  account  in  the  in- 
stitution. If  a  student  fails  to  do  work  assigned  satisfactorily,  he  or  she 
forfeits  the  opportunity  given  for  self-help.  Only  a  limited  number  of 
students  can  be  admitted  to  Night. School.

Some  Regulations 


The  school  reserves  the  right  to  dismiss  any  student  who  is  dis- 
obedient, undesirable,  or  untrustworthy;  or  to  drop  from  the  roll  any  pu- 
pil who  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty  is  exerting  a  harmful  influence  in 
the  school.  Pupils  who  have  no  purpose  are  human  weeds  and  have  no 
place  in  this  garden  of  service. 

Moral  lapses  or  inability  to  receive  moral  impressions  will  be  suffi- 
cent  cause  for  immediate  expulsion. 

Students  correspondence  is  subject  to  inspection  and  regulations. 

Our  school  is  a  work  shop,  and  not  a  house  of  pleasure. 

Gambling,  card  playing,  tobacco  using,  whiskey  drinking  and  kin- 
dred vices  are  offenses  for  which  no  excuse  will  be  accepted. 

Thoroughness  in  everything  is  a  first  principle. 

All  students  must  work  at  least  one  hour  per  day  without  pay. 

Laziness  in  a  student  is  a  serious  offense  and  must  not  be  indulged 
in  here. 

The  girls  are  under  the  constant  supervision  of  the  matron  and  other 
lady  teachers. 

All  students  from  out  of  town  are  required  to  board  on  the  Campus, 
unless  special  permission  is  given  by  the  President  to  board  outside. 
Seniors  are  required  to  board  in. 

.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  grounds  without  permission. 
Girls  will  be  accompanied  by  a  teacher  or  a  chaperon. 

Patrons  and  friends  of  the  school  will  be  cordially  welcomed  at  any 
time  during  the  week,  but  students  must  not  be  called  from  classes  or 
study  hours. 

Visitors  are  requested  to  make  their  calls  during  the  week,  as  nearly 
as  possible. 

Students  must  attend  all  religious  services.  Besides  chapel  exercises, 
students  are  required  to  attend  public  worship  in  a  body  at  stated  times. 

TEMPORARY  ABSENCES.  Students  who  find  it  necessary  to  leave 
the  school  and  the  city  temporarily,  on  account  of  illness  at  home,  or  to 
visit  relatives  or.  friends,  or  for  any  cause  whatsoever,  must  get  per- 
mission from  the  President  or  the  Dean  (or  both)  of  the  College.  Such 
permission  will  be  granted  only  upon  written  request  from  parents  or 
guardians  or  for  other  justifiable  reasons.  Failure  to  comply  with  this 
regulation  will  be  considered  a  matter  for  serious   discipline. 

DISMISSALS.  Whenever  a  student  leaves  the  College,  he  must 
secure  honorable  dismissal.  Students  desiring  to  attend  other  schools 
may  ask  for  transcript  of  their  record  to  be  sent  to  the  school  in  question. 
One  transcript  will  be  provided  without  charge.  Additional  transcripts 
may  be  similarly  obtained  for  a  fee  of  $1.00. 


Buildings  and  Equipment 


Our  Administration  building,  Anderson  Hall,  erected  at  a  cost  of 
more  than  $50,000,  is  a  source  of  ever-increasing  delight  and  satisfac- 
tion. 

The  Girls'  $75,000.00  Dormitory  is  now  completed.  Built  of  brick,  in- 
terlocking tile  and  concrete,  lined  throughout  with  sheet  steel,  therefore 
practically  fireproof,     shower  baths,  bath  tubs,  all  modern  conveniences. 
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"There  is  nothing  handsomer  in  the  way  of  a  dormitory  for  our  people  in 
the  State  of  Florida." 

The  Boys'  Dormitory,  which  is  a  duplicate  of  the  Girls',  has  beet? 
occupied  a  year.  Both  buildings  are  steam-heated  and  electric-lighted 
and  fitted  with  every  modern  convenience. 

The  Fla.  Normal  and  Collegiate  Institute  has  a  group  of  12  buildings 
on  its  own  1000  acres  of  land  of  which  the  state  of  Florida  should  be; 
proud.  Five  of  the  buildings  are  permanent  and  practically  fire-proof. 
Anderson  Hall,  the  first  of  the  permanent  buildings,  was  completed  in 
1924,  at  a  cost  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.  Anderson  Hall  is  used  as  a 
classroom  building.  It  contains  the  offices  of  the  Dean,  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent, and  the  publicity  office  of  the  institution.  The  chapel  and  the  li- 
brary are  found  in  Anderson  Hall,  also.  Pickford  Infirmary,  designed 
as  a  hospital,  was  the  next  to  be  constructed.  It  serves  now  as  a  home 
for  teachers.  Then  the  two  beautiful  dormitories  for  boys  and  girls,  Ba- 
con Hall  and  Fisher  Hall,  were  constructed.  These  two  buildings 
are  complete  in  every  detail.  They  are  equipped  with  every  modern  con- 
venience. Each  accommodates  100  students  and  matrons  and  deans. 
Guest  rooms  are  kept  in  these  buildings  also  for  the  convenience  of  visi- 
tors. The  latest  addition  to  the  group  of  permanent  buildings  is  the  beau- 
tiful, spacious,  well-equipped  gymnasium  and  swimming  pool,  gift  of 
Mr.  August  Flecksher.  The  equipment  was  given  by  Mrs.  Curtiss  of 
New  York. 

Other  buildings  include  the  old  dormitory  for  girls-,  a  frame  structure 
which  will  accommodate  more  than  a  hundred  girls  ;  the  cottage  for' 
smaller  boys  the  President's  office ;  temporary  dining  hall;  the  dairy  barn; 
and  some  other  cottages.

BIOLOGY 

This  course  consists  of  a  general  introduction  to  the  study  of  Botany 
and  Zoology.  Required  of  all  students  in  the  first  year  Senior  High 
School.  These  45  minute  periods  for  recitation  and  two  90  minute 
periods  for  Laboratory  throughout  the  year.  State  adopted  text.  Note- 
books required. 
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CHEMISTRY 

This  course  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  preparing  for  in- 
dustry  or  home-making.  Simple  types  of  chemical  action,  chemical  laws 
with  problems  and  other  topics  in  elementary  chemistry  will  he  studied. 
Offered  to  Senior  High  students  in  the  Second  and  third  years.  Recita- 
tion, 3  hours ;  Laboratory,  4  hours  throughout  the  year.  Notebooks  re- 
quired. Three  45  minute  periods  for  recitation,  and  two  90  minute  periods 
for  Laboratory  throughout  the  year. 


PHYSICS 

This  is  a  course  in  Elementary  Physics,  based  upon  the  State-adopt- 
ed text.  The  course  is  required  of  all  Senior  High  School  students  in  the 
second  or  the  third  year.  Notebooks  required.  Five  hours  throughout 
the  year.    State-adopted  text. 


GENERAL  SCIENCE 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  student  a  usable  fund  of  informa- 
tion about  the  world  in  which  he  lives  and  is  an  introduction  to  all  the 
natural  sciences.  Required  of  all  Third  Year  Junior  High  School  stu- 
dents.

Mathematics — High  School 


Arithmetic  is  completed  in  the  first  two  years  of  the  Junior  High' 
School.  Algebra  and  Concrete  Geometry  are  begun  in  the  senior  year  of 
the  Junior  High,  or  ninth  grade.  This  course  is  continued  through  the 
tenth  grade.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  factoring,  equation,  fractions, 
simultaneous  equations.  In  the  second  course  much  stress  is  laid  upon 
quadratic  equations,  graphs,  radicals  and  radical  equation,  theory  of  ex- 
ponents, ratio,  proportion  and  variation,  arithmetical  and  geometrical 
progression.  Plane  Geometry  is  taught  in  the  eleventh  grade,  special 
stress  being  laid  upon  problems  of  construction  and  original  investigation. 
The  completion  of  five  books  is  required.  In  the  twelfth  grade,  Solid 
Geometry  and  Plane  Trigonometry  are  given. 


Trades  for  Boys 


All  boys  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  will  be  required  to 
enroll  in  the  Industrial  Department.  Agriculture  and  Manual  Training, 
including  Auto  Mechanics,  Printing,  Carpentry,  Shoe  Making  and  Re- 
pairing, make  up  the  industries  for  this  year. 
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Physical  Education 


Book  work  alone  is  not  enough  for  the  growing  student.  Along  with 
the  development  of  his  mind  it  is  essential  to  ensure  a  proper  growth 
and  improvement  of  his  body. 

Upon  entering  the  Institute,  each  student  receives  a  thorough  physi- 
cal examination  by  the  Institute  physician  and  the  director  of  physical 
education.  This  serves  as  a  basis  for  remedying  existing  physical  de- 
fects by  appropriate  exercise  and  as  a  requirement  for  participation  in 
athletic  contests.  The  physical  education  is  built  along  recreational  lines, 
but  special  instruction  is  given  to  correct  postural  defects.  All  students 
not  physically  incapacitated  are  required  to  take  regular  exercise 
throughout  the  school  year.  The  climate  is  such  that  this  work  is  carried 
on  out  of  doors  the  year  round.  The  course  of  study  for  Physical  Edu- 
cation is  that  outlined  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 


ATHLETICS  i 

Athletic  games  are  encouraged  for  the  physical  development,  mental 
and  moral  training  they  afford.  They  are  under  the  careful  supervision 
of  an  experienced  instructor,  and  are  the  cleanest  and  most  helpful  form 
of  recreation,  'and  constitute  a  moral  safeguard.  Several  teams,  properly 
graded,  are  organized  so  that  practically  every  student  can  play  in  his 
class  on  some  team  in  competitive  sports.  In  competition  with  leading 
colleges  of  Florida  and  other  Southeastern  States,  successful  Institute 
teams  have  been  consistently  developed.  ..While  our  first  aim  shall  al- 
ways be  the  mental  and  moral  culture  of  our  students,  we  place  a  high 
estimate  on  physical  training  as  auxiliary  to  that  end.

ADMISSION. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  College  that  every  graduate  should  possess  a 
.command  of  written  and  spoken  English;  the  ability  to  read  at  sight  at 
least  one  foreign  language;  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  past  experiences  and 
achievements  of  the  human  race  in  the  field  of  History  and  Science,  and 
the  ability  to  think  with  cleverness  and  precision.  Each  student  is  re- 
quired to  dp  intensive  work  in  two  fields,  choosing  a  major  and  minor 
subject  and  must  satisfy  the  requirements  of  courses  of  study  approved  by 
the  faculty  for  his  particular  need. 

All  candidates  for  admission  to  the  College  must  present  satisfactory 
testimonials  of  good  character,  submit  credentials. 

Application  blanks  will  be  furnished  on  request  and  should  be  prop- 
erly filled  out  and  returned  promptly.. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  must 
pass^  examinations  or  present  certificates  from  approved  secondary  schools 
for  sixteen  units  of  high  school  work.  Of  the  sixteen  units  offered  for 
.entrance,  the  following  are  required  :

The  remaining  units  may  be  taken  from  the  subjects  described  below, 
and  other  subjects,  to  a  limited  amount,  including  Manual  Arts,  offered 
in  approved  high  schools. 

Students  conditioned  in  more  than  two  subjects  will  not  be  admitted. 
No  quantitative  conditions  are  allowed.  In  other  words,  no  student  can 
enter  college  with  less  than  sixteen  units  of  approved  high  school  work, 
though  there  may  be  a  deficiency  of  two  units  in  some  of  the  particular 
requirements.  All  conditions  must  be  made  up  by  the  end  of  the  Sopho- 
more year. 

No  entrance  credit  will  be  .given  for  less  than  two  units  in  any  for- 
eign language  unless  further  work  is  done  in  college. 

A  unit  is  the  work  completed  in  a  subject  of  study  pursued  through- 
out an  academic  year  at  a  high  school  with  recitations  of  at  least  forty- 
five  minutes  five  times  a  week.

SUGGESTIONS  REGARDING  INDIVIDUAL  SUBJECTS 

(a)  Chemistry. — Twelve  semester  hours  required  of  which  at  least 
eight  semester  hours  must  be  in  general  inorganic  chemistry,  including 
four  semester  hours  of  laboratory  work  and  four  semester  hours  in  or- 
ganic chemistry,  including  two  semester  hours  of  laboratory  work.  In  the 
interpretation  of  this  rule,  work  in  qualitative  analysis  may  be  counted  as 
general  inorganic  chemistry. 

(b)  Physics. — Eight  semester  hours  required,  of  which  at  least  two 
rnust  be  laboratory  work.  It  is  urged  that  this  course  be  preceded  by  a 
course  in  trigonometry. 

(c)  Biology — Eight  semester  hours  required,  of  which  four  must  con- 
sist of  laboratory  work.  This  requirement  may  be  satisfied  by  a  course  of 
eight  semester  hours  in  either  general  biology  or  zoology,  or  by  courses 
of  four  semester  hours  each  in  zoology  and  botany,  but  not  by  botany 
aloire. 

(d)  English  Composition  and  Literature. — The  usual  introductory 
college  course  of  six  semester  hours,  or  its  equivalent,  is  required. 

(e)  Nonscience  Subjects. — Of  the  sixty-four  semester  hours  required 
as  the  measurement  of  two  years  of  college  work,  at  least  eighteen, 
including  the  six  semester  hours  of  English,  should  be  in  subjects  other 
than  the  physical,  chemical  or  biologic  sciences. 

(f)  Foreign  Language. — A  reading  knowledge  of  a  modern  foreign 
language  is  strongly  urged.  French  and  German  have  the  closest  bearing 
on  modern  medical  literature.  If  the  reading  knowledge  in  one  of  these 
languages  is  obtained  on  the  basis  of  high  school  work,  the  student  is  urg- 
ed to  take  the  other  language  in  his  college  course.  It  is  not  considered 
advisable,  however,  to  spend  more  than  twelve  of  the  required  sixty  se- 
mester hours  on  foreign  languages. 

(g)  In  General. — This  premedical  course  in  both  quantity  and  quality 
must  be  such  as  to  make  it  acceptable  as  the  equivalent  of  the  first  two 
years  of  the  "course  in  reputable,  approved  colleges  of  arts  and  sciences 
leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

**  A  semester  hour  is  the  credit  value  of  sixteen  weeks'  work  consist- 
ing of  one  lecture  or  recitation  period  per  week,  each  period  to  be  not  less 
than  fifty  minutes  net,  at  least  two  hours  of  laboratory  work  to  be  consid- 
ered as  the  equivalent  of  one  lecture  or  recitation  period.

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Description  of  Courses 


Biology 


I.  GENERAL  BIOLOGY.— A  study  of  typical  animals  and  plants. 
Laboratory  drawings  must  be  presented  in  an  accurate  and  neatly  kept 
notebook,  with  all  parts  of  drawings  properly  labeled.  Two  recitation  and 
four  laboratory  hours,  one  semester ;  four  semester  hours. 

II.  BOTANY.— Plant  physiology,  plant  classification  typical  life-his- 
tories, plants  in  their  economic  and  pathological  relations  to  human  wel- 
fare. Special  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  use  of  the  compound  microscope. 
Lecture,  2  hours  ;  Laboratory,  4  hours  ;  one  semester.    4  semester  hours. 

III.  GENERAL  ZOOLOGY.— This  course  aims  to  give  general  ac- 
quaintance with  the  theories  of  animal  life.  Lecture,  two  hours  ;  labora- 
tory, four  hours  ;  one  semester. 

IV.  COMPARATIVE  ANATOMY.  This  course  deals  with  the  com- 
parative structure  of  vertebrates.  Lecture,  2  hours ;  laboratory,  4  hours ; 
one  semester. 


College  Physics 


I.  GENERAL  PHYSICS.— This  course  takes  up  a  study  of  me- 
chanics, light,  heat,  sound  and  electricity.  Lecture,  2  hours  ;  laboratory, 
4  hours  ;  one  semester. 

II.  GENERAL  PHYSICS.— A  continuation  of  Physics  I.  Lec- 
ture, 2  hours  ;  laboratory,  4  hours ;  one  semester. 


College  Chemistry 


I.  INORGANIC  CHEMISTRY.— This  course  includes  a  study  of 
the  non-metallic  elements  and  their  compounds  and  the  metallic  ele- 
ments and  some  of  the  more  common  carbon  compounds.  Problems 
solved  and  students  •  become  acquainted  with  principles  of  theoretical 
chemistry.  Lecture,  2  hours  ;  laboratory,  4  hours  ;  first  semester.  Pre- 
requisite, Advanced  Algebra. 

II.  INORGANIC  CHEMISTRY.  A  continuation  of  Chemistry  I. 
No  credit  will'  be  given  for  Chemistry  I  unless  Chemistry  II  is  taken. 
Lecture,  2  hours  ;  laboratory,  4  hours  ;  second  semester. 

III.  QUALITATIVE  ANALYSIS.— This  course  is  planned  for  ex- 
tensive study  of  the  theoretical  principles  of  Analytical  Chemistry.  A 
thorough  treatment  of  systematic  basic  and  acid  analysis  is  offered.  Stu- 
dents receive  much  practice  in  the  identification  of  unknowns.  Lecture, 
2  hours  ;  laboratory,  4  hours  ;  first  semester.  Prerequisite,  Chemistry  I 
and  Chemistry  II. 

IV.  QUALITATIVE  ANALYSIS.— A  continuation  of  Chemistry 
III.     Lecture,  2  hours  ;  laboratory,  6  hours. 

V.  ORGANIC  CHEMISTRY.— A  study  of  the  compounds  of  car- 
bon, including  both  the  Aliphatic  and  Aromatic  series.  The  laboratory 
Work  includes  the  examination  of  important  classes  of  organic  compounds. 
Text  and  Manual.  Lecture,  2  hours  ;  laboratory,  4  hours  ;  two  semesters. 
Prerequisite,  Chemistry  I  and  II. 

VI.  ORGANIC  CHEMISTRY.— A  continuation  of  Chemistry  V. 
Lecture,  2  hours  ;  laboratory,  4  hours  ;  one  semester. 
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English 


1.  Freshman  Composition.  Accurate  composition  and  logical  pre- 
sentation of  subject  matter  are  stressed.  Much  attention  is  devoted  to 
such  outstanding  topics  as  Exposition,  Narration,  Description,  and  Argu- 
mentation. Points  of  grammar  that  the  average  freshman  has  forgotten 
or  has  never  mastered  are  discussed  in  detail.  Weekly  themes  are  re- 
quired.    First  and  second  semesters.     Three  hours. 

2.  ENGLISH  LITERATURE.— This  is  a  survey  course  in  the  his- 
tory of  English  Literature  from  Beowulf  to  the  present  time.  The  course 
aims  to  illustrate  the  evolution  of  English  language  and  literature  from 
its  Anglo-Saxon  origin  to  its  present  form.  Emphasis  will,  of  course,  be 
placed  upon  the  major  historical  and  critical  forces  which  have  helped  to 
mould  the  language  and  literature.  Outside  readings  and  reports  requir- 
ed. Texts  :  Cunliffe,  Pyre,  Young,  Century  Readings ;  Crawshaw,  Mak- 
ing of  English  Literature.    3  hours. 

3.  ARGUMENTATION  AND  DEBATING.  Much  attention  is  giv- 
en to  the  building  of  briefs  and  the  analysis  of  questions.  Actual  prac- 
tice in  qeiivery  is  emphasized.  Prerequisite:  English  1.  One  semester. 
Three  hours. 

4v  NEGRO  LITERATURE.— This  course  aims  to  present  to  the 
student  the  Negro's  contribution  to  American  literature  with  emphasis 
upon  contemporary  works  of  Drama,  Poetry,  Novel,  and  History.  Pre- 
requisite :  English  1.    One  semester.    Three  hours. 

5.  ELEMENTARY  PUBLIC  SPEAKING.  Attention  is  given  to 
drill  in  articulation  and  pronunciation.  Model  selections  are  read,  ana- 
lysed, and  memorized.  Much  stress  is  placed  upon  the  new  trend  in  pub- 
lic speaking.  Required  of  all  students.  First  and  second  semesters.  One 
hour.

I.  SOCIOLOGY. — An  introduction  to  the  study  of  society  and  its 
problems.  Social  progress,  social  forces,  the  economic,  political  and  psy- 
chological factors  in  human  evolution  are  treated  with  a  view  to  arous- 
ing the  student's  interest  in  the  social  problems  of  the  times.  Text :  Prin- 
ciples of  Sociology,  Bushee.    Three  hours. 

II.  SOCIOLOGY. — A  continuation  of  Sociology,  with  more  em- 
phasis on  social  theory.  Ward,  Comte,  Tarde,  Giddings,  Spencer,  Small 
and  others  will  be  studied  in  connection  with  the  regular  text.  Text :  In- 
troduction to  the  Study  of  Society,  Park  ancf  Burgess.    Three  hours. 


Economics 


An  introduction  to  the  study  of  economics,  with  special  emphasis 
on  the  elementary  principles,  as  seen  in  production,  distribution  and  con- 
sumption of  wealth.  Production,  competition  and  monopoly,  industrial 
problems.  Value,  price,  wages,  rent,  interest  and  profit  are  studied.  Prin- 
ciples of  Economics.    Three  hours.

IV.  ECONOMICS. — A  continuation  of  Economics  I,  with  more 
emphasis  on  economic  problems,  such  as  business  cycles,  monetary  stand- 
ards, trusts,  tariffs  and  taxes.  The  larger  economic  problems,  such  as 
transporation,  public  finance,  corporation  and  economics  of  international 
relations,  are  treated.   Text:  Principles  of  Economics.  Text:  Three  hours. 


History 


I.  AMERICAN  HISTORY.— The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  em- 
phasize the  social,  political  and  economics  forces  that  have  developed 
America  today.  Collateral  reading  and  a  special  topic  requiring  consid- 
erable research  are  an  essential  part  of  the  work.  Period  covered,  1492- 
1789.    Three  hours. 

II.  American  History  continued,  from  1789  to  1929.     Three  hours. 

III.  MODERN  EUROPEAN  HISTORY.— This  course  begins 
with  a  general  survey  of  Europe  during  the  Renaissance  period.  It  at- 
tempts to  discover  the  foundation  of  political,  economic  and  social  Eu- 
rope. It  traces  the  dynastic  and  colonial  rivalries  of  the  17th  and  18th 
centuries ;  follows  the  rise  of  the  bourgeoisie  and  the  struggle  for  liberty, 
equality,  fraternity  through  the  era  of  Napoleon.  Text :  A  Political  and 
Social  History  of  Modern  Europe,  volume  1,  Hayes.    Three  hours. 

IV.  MODERN  EUROPEAN  HISTORY.— This  is  a  continuation 
of  History  III,  beginning  with  Metternich  and  following  the  struggle 
for  democracy,  nationalism  and  national  imperialism  in  the  19th  and  20th 
centuries.  Text :  A  Political  and  Social  History  of  Modern  Europe, 
voWme  2,  Hayes.    Three  hours. 


Political  Science 


I  and  II.  The  American  Government. — This  course  reviews  the  his- 
torical background  of  the  American  government,  placing  emphasis  upon 
its  fundamental  relation  to  English  institutions.  The  establishment  and 
operation  of  American  constitutional  government ;  the  departments  of  the 
Federal  system,  their  powers  and  functions  are  studied.  A  brief  survey 
is  made  of  state  and  local  governments,  indicating  their  relation  to  the 
national  government.  For  Sophomores.  Three  hours  through  the  year. 
Credit,  6  semester  hours. 


Ethics 


_  Theoretical  Ethics,  including  the  scope  and  aim,  development  of  mo- 
rality and  history  of  ethics,  the  value  and  relation  of  ethics  to  Christian- 
ity.   Second  Semester.    Three  hours. 


Psychology 


I.  GENERAL  PSYCHOLOGY.— Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  im- 
portant parts  of  the  human  system  through  which  the  mind  functions,  the 
educational  aspect  of  the  subject  and  its  relation  to  conduct.  Three  hours. 
One  Semester. 

II.  THE  PSYCHOLOGY  OF  CHILDHOOD.— See  Education. 

III.  SOCIAL  PSYCHOLOGY.— Three  hours. 

IV.  THE  PSYCHOLOGY  OF  RELIGION.— Three  hours. 
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College  Mathematics 


In  the  College,  College  Algebra  and  Spherical  Trigonometry  are  giv- 
en, followed  by  Analytical  Geometry  and  Differential  Calculus.  This 
course  gives  the  students  a  fair  knowledge  of  Trigonometry,  Analytical 
Geometry  and  Calculus  and  is  sufficient  for  all  College  students. 

I.  MATHEMATICS. — Solid  Geometry.  This  course  includes  poly- 
hedral angles  the  various  solids  bounded  by  planes,  the  cone,  the  cylinder 
and  sphere,  development  of  space  intuition  and  original  work  in  compu- 
tation and  demonstration.    Three  hours  ;  one  semester. 

II.  COLLEGE  ALGEBRA. — Graphs,  mathematical  induction,  per- 
mutations, probability,  determinants  and  logarithms,  theory  of  equations, 
and  partial  fractions.    Three  hours  ;  one  semester. 

III.  PLANE  TRIGONOMETRY— Functions  of  an  acute  angle,  solu- 
tion of  right  triangles,  by  natural  functions  and  logarithms,  trigenometric 
equations,  and  the  solution  of  oblique  triangles.  Three  hours.  Prere- 
quisite, Mathematics  II. 

IV.  PLANE  SURVEYING  AND  APPLIED  MATHEMATICS.— 
This  course  will  include  the  theory  of  surveying,  the  use  and  adjustments 
of  the  compass,  level  and  transit,  farm  surveying,  and  computation  of 
areas  and  the  determination  of  heights  and  distances.  Lecture,  1  hour; 
field,  4  hours.     Prerequisite,  Mathematics  III. 

V  and  VI.  Analytic  Geometry.  Three  hours  ;  one  semester.  Prere- 
quisite, Mathematics  I  and  III. 

VII  and  VIII.  Eelements  of  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus.  Three 
hours.     Prerequisite,  Mathematics  III. 

IX  and  X.  The  Teaching  of  Mathematics.  Three  hours.  Prerequisite, 
Mathematics  I  and  III. 


Ancient  Languages 


Latin  is  required  for  the  first  two  years  of  High  School.  With  this 
exception,  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages  are  elective.  The  Latin  of 
High  School  covers  four  years,  and  includes  the  Grammar,  Caesar,  Cicero, 
Virgil  and  other  classics.  Greek  may  be  elective  and  begun  in  the  fourth 
year  High  School. 


THE  COLLEGE 

FRESHMAN  LATIN. — Review  of  Secondary  Latin,  Grammar,  Com- 
position and  translations.     Livy,  selections  from  Books  I,  XXI,  XXII. 

SOPHOMORE. — Special  work  in  Roman  history.  Latin  prose  com- 
position, critical  study  of  Livy  and  Tacitus  as  historians. 

GREEK 

I  and  II.     White's  First  Greek  Book. 

Ill  and  IV.  Anabasis,  by  Goodwin  and  White;  Goodwin's  Grammar; 
prose  composition;  collateral  reading;  Grote's  History  of  Greece;  Plu- 
tarch's  Life  of  Artaxerxes.     Three  hours. 

V.  (a)  Homer,  selections  from  Iliad.  Collateral  reading.  The  Leg- 
acy of  Greece,  (b)  Lysias.  Selected  orations.  Grammar  reviewed,  in- 
formal lectures  by  the  instructor,  and  essays  by  students  on  subjects  from' 
Grecian  history.    Three  hours. 

VI.  Plato  Apologies  and  Crito.  Collateral  reading.  Wright's  His- 
tory of  Greek  Literature.    Three  hours. 
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Modern  Languages 


I.  ELEMENTARY  FRENCH.— This  course  is  so  arranged  as  to 
give  careful  drill  in  pronunciation,  the  rudiments  of  grammar,  easy  exer- 
cises intended  to  familiarize  the  student  with  French  idioms  and  verb 
usages ;  the  reading  of  easy  French  prose ;  writing  from  dictation. 

II.  ELEMENTARY  FRENCH— This  course  is  a  continuation  of  the 
grammar  work,  with  emphasis  upon  irregular  verb  forms.  Easy  modern 
dictation  and  conversation. 

III.  ADVANCED  FRENCH.— With  the  completion  of  French  III 
the  student  is  expected  to  understand  readily  French  spoken  or  t  read 
aloud.    French  is  the  language. 

IV.  German  and  Spanish  are  electives  and  may  be  arranged  for  upon 
request.
